As we passed the Chinese quarter 
this morning we saw several acres of 
red rag floating in the breeze, red flags 
bordered with blue, and red streamers 
in abundance. All of this gorgeous 
display floated from the peak of.a 
very small house which had apparently 
sprung up during the night. Of 
course we proceeded to cross and ex- 
amine the Celestials, under the impres- 
sion that a new place of worship had 
been established, and that we should 
see the heathen idols all arranged in 
the order ef their importance. Upon 
reaching the house we found that a 
huge chopstick, surmounted by | tin 
ornaments, held the flag, and that the 
costly inscriptions done in red and 
gilt, argued much importance for the 
new enterprise. An interview was 
finally obtained with the “boss,” who 
had been spending a few dollars’ worth 
of fire-crackers on himself, and we 
drew from him the following particu- 


lars: 

The new feature is a Chinese secret 
society, known as “Gey Hing,” and 
which our informant stated was “alle 
sam Fry Mason.” This is the first and 
only lodge established in Nevada, and 
is attended by, Mongolians resident in 
Reno, Virginia, Truckee, Wadsworth 
and Carson. Weenquired whether the 
little dirty room was sufficient for such 
a gigantic affair. The answer was 
“No; heap soon fix’m, make bigger.” 
The flag i is a recognized sign of the 
order, and looks like a huge bandanna 
with blue trimmings. Pasted about 
the door are many inscriptions which 
we did not have time to copy, and in- 
side, behind a rude table which held 
punk and Chinese lanterns, was a red 
screen upon the wall, where the “Gey 
Hing” himself sat when presiding. 

This screen was covered with all 
sorts of grotesque designs and was 
the only place in the room which had 
been finished. The cost of admission 
is $25, and the treats for the crowd— 
wine or cigars allowed, and sometimes 
“go China restaurant, heap eat, heap 
diinkee.” Long Toy is the distin- 
guished head of this chopstickian 
association, and one black ball ex 
cludes a Celestial from membership. 
The insignia are a spear and a half 
moon, which are held in sacred trust 
by the “Gey Hing,” who presides at 
the meetings which vary in length 
from two hours throughout the night. 
No women ure admittec, as Long 
remarked “too muchee tell him,” and 
members of the society are protected 
and made good—if they pay. When 
a member commits a small offense he 
is fined an ear, which the Ledge cuts 
from his head; and when he divulges 
the secrets (Toy looked wicked when 
we asked this) “vther Chinamen kill 
‘em dam quick.” Traitors are killed 
with the knife and no questions asked. 

The Lodge has nine officers and 
about forty members. The first mect- 
ing in the new hall will be held to- 
morrow evening. 

The objects were pretty well stated 
by the proprietor, who takes in the 
money: “Make allee man good; some 
time shootee, some time killee, some 
time too muchee talkee. I make allee 
same white man. He pay all right; 
no man kill him, no man stealee. All 
man good, when he pay.” 

Here is a veritable instance of vir- 
tue paid for. If a man pays, they 
make him good;- if he backslides, 
White men might try
